Watkins, chairm an cl the com­ 
m ittee that recom m ended censure 
of the Wisconsin Republican, said 
he will not in te rru p t his speeches 
in the future to answ er oral ques­ 
tions by McCarthy or any other 
senator. He said he would answ er 
only questions subm itted in w rit­ 
ing or posed in .speeches by other 
senators. 
W atkins announced he will take 
the Hoer Monday to speak on the 
censure issue when Senate debate 
resumes Monday. At the end of his 
opening speech W ednesday, W at­ 
kins was questioned at length by 
McCarthy and the avo exchanged 
angry charges. 
Recalling that the .senator who 
has the floor can deckle w hether 
to yield to a questioner, W atkins 
told 
newsmen: 
"I 
can ’t use the 
gavel (to silence McCarthy, as he 
did in the censure com m ittee hea r­ 
ings), but I ta n d eterm ine how I 
extend courtesies.” 
McCarthy To Speak 
W ith the Senate in recess, Mc­ 
Carthy flew to Milwaukee for a 
speech today. His friends contin­ 
ued work on a compromise plan 
which they intend to offer in the 
Senate Monday or T uesday in an 
effort to soften the censure move 
In Milwaukee Friday night, Mc­ 
Carthy again predicted the Senate 
would vote to censure him. 
He 
said D emocrats and ‘‘li lt wingers 
who ran u nder the Republican b an­ 
n e r” had the votes to put the cen­ 
sure 
resolution 
over. 
McCarthy 
predicted only the ‘‘Taft-type” Re­ 
publicans would support him. 
He said the Senate should vote 
on the censure issue so ‘‘we can 
get on with the work w e’ve got to 
do in lighting Com m unists.” 
Meanwhile, Sen A. S Mike Mon 
roney (I)-O kla). a lo n g tim e Mc­ 
Carthy toe, said in an interview 
that the general tone of McCar­ 
th y’s rem arks durin g the censure 
debate ‘‘is proving the com m ittee’s 
case.”
